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Landlords seek more powers 
to evict their problem tenants 


LOCAL landlords are 
facing a plague of evic¬ 
tion problems with en¬ 
tire rooms being 
trashed by some prob¬ 
lem tenants. 

Basins have been 
ripped out, beds, 
wardrobes and other 
fittings damaged and 
even blood and excre¬ 
ment smeared on walls. 

Now Weymouth and 
District Private Land¬ 
lords’ Association has 
taken specialist advice 
on how to accelerate 


evictions, particularly 
in cases where tenants 
owe more than £600. 
This enables proceed¬ 
ings to involve High 
Court bailiffs who can 
act very quickly, in 
some cases within 72 
hours. 

Chairman Geoff 
Petherick said: “A dif¬ 
ficulty we, as land¬ 
lords, face with some 
tenants is a growing 
problem with people 
bringing bed bugs into 
properties.

where including light 
fittings and electric 
sockets. 

“That involves com¬ 
pletely clearing the 
room down to the floor¬ 
boards, throwing 
everything away and 
fumigating the room to 
ensure the bugs don’t 
spread to the rest of the 
property. 

“In such cases the ten¬ 
ant is often evicted, but 
eviction is one of the 
most difficult decisions 
a landlord has to make, 
creating a serious 
breakdown and distress 
in the relationship. 

“The lengthy legal 
process involves a 
court decision being 
made by a district judge 
resulting in the landlord 
losing up to an entire 
year’s rent where room 
or furniture damage oc¬ 
curs. 

“Unpaid rent, anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour or dam¬ 
age to the property, 
sometimes all three, are 
the main reasons for 
taking this action.” 

He claimed that prob¬ 
lems are not helped by 
local authorities which 
have a responsibility to 
re-house homeless peo¬ 
ple including in bed 


and breakfast accom¬ 
modation - encourag¬ 
ing tenants to stay until 
the last minute when 
the bailiffs are knock¬ 
ing on the door and to 
ignore landlords’ pleas 
to leave. 

Mr Petherick said: 
“One of the problems 
landlords face is that 
the system is heavily 
weighted in favour of 
the tenant. 

“They might cause 
serious trouble in their 
first month as a tenant 
but landlords must then 
give them two months 
notice to quit and, if it 
goes to legal proceed¬ 
ings, this can take any¬ 
where from three to six 
months on top of that 
just to get a hearing. 

“All this time tenants 
can pretty much do 
what they want and we 
know instances where 
more damage was 
caused to properties 
during this period. We 
even know of instances 
of tenants throwing fur¬ 
niture out of second 
floor windows.” 

He added that land¬ 
lords recently attended 
a meeting to be briefed 
by an eviction expert to 
help them deal with 


such problems which 
Mr Petherick said were 
about to get much 
worse. 

He added: “Currently 
landlords who take 
benefit claimants on as 
tenants don’t have to 
worry about collecting 
their rent because they 
receive it direct from 
the local council. 

“All that will change 
- perhaps as soon as 
October - when univer¬ 
sal credit is imple¬ 
mented with the merger 
of six benefits into one, 
which will be paid di¬ 
rectly to claimants once 
a month. 

“That means land¬ 
lords now face double 
uncertainty, firstly with 
the potential nature and 
behaviour of their ten¬ 
ants and secondly over 
whether such tenants 
will have money avail¬ 
able to pay the rent. 

“That is why we held 


CAMPAIGNERS are cel¬ 
ebrating after Dorset 
County Council gave the 
all-clear for them to try to 
re-establish access to 
Castle Cove Beach in 
Weymouth.

Friends spokesman 
Tony Dobbs said: “Mr 
Edmonds said that the 
area was subject to land¬ 
slip after heavy rains, but 
that the danger of a cata¬ 
strophic landslip was 
minimal and that repairs 
to the footpath could go 
ahead provided the 
landowners agreed. It’s 
fantastic news.” 

The Friends were dis¬ 
appointed earlier this 
month when the county 
council said that the path 
was too dangerous for 
Princes Trust volunteers 
to work on, but they now 
say this latest news is a 
welcome boost. 


this meeting so local 
landlords had a better 
idea of the options 
available to them.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Housing 

spokesman Councillor 
Kevin Brookes said he 
was pleased that local 
landlords were now 
making themselves 
more aware of their 
side of the housing sit¬ 
uation. 

He added: “It is im¬ 
portant that there is a 
fair balance of all the 
issues. 

“If we have bad land¬ 
lords then highlight 
them, but also do the 
same for bad tenants. 

“Weymouth and Port¬ 
land has an above aver¬ 
age proportion of 
tenants who are in the 
private sector, so it 
is important for the 
council to work to¬ 
gether with private 
landlords.” 


Mr Dobbs said: “Mr 
Edmonds is the acknowl¬ 
edged expert in this area 
and this is a green light 
for us. 

“Access to the beach is 
not guaranteed. We have 
to approach the landown¬ 
ers and see what’s ac¬ 
ceptable to them. 

“If we get the go-ahead 
from them, then we need 
to get permission from 
Natural England, the En¬ 
vironment Agency, 
Dorset County Council 
and probably planning 
permission too, but Mr 
Edmond’s verdict means 
that we can start talking 
to all the interested par¬ 
ties again. 

“It’s not the beginning 
of the end, but it’s the 
end of the beginning.” 

The Friends raised 
£1,000 from supporters 
to repair the footpath and 
build steps with help and 
donations in kind from a 
number of local firms. 

Mr Dobbs said: “This 
is a project that is firmly 
based in the community. 
We’re sure that we will 
be able to find a way 
back to the beach. We 
just need to be very care¬ 
ful to talk to everyone 
who has a stake in the 
beach, especially the 
landowners, and listen to 
what they have to say.” 

The footpath to Castle 
Cove, used by the public 
since 1899, was closed 
by the County Council in 
spring 2013, but has 
been partially reopened.

FIRST Wessex has started running its popular open 
top buses on Service 501 between Weymouth sea 
front and Portland Bill later. 

Until June 27th and then from September 1st- 
27th, the service will operate every two hours 
starting from Lodmoor before calling at Wey¬ 
mouth, Portland and Portland Bill.

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Weymouth & Portland's new mayor 



EVERYONE needs to 
make their voice heard 
over the Town Centre 
Master Plan to help 
guide Weymouth for¬ 
ward for future genera¬ 
tions. 

That was the key mes¬ 
sage from Councillor 
Christine James when 
she became Weymouth 
& Portland Mayor for 
2015-2016. 

She began the annual 
mayor making at Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion by 
thanking outgoing 
mayor Councillor Kate 
Wheller for all her work 
and advice, also thank¬ 
ing four retiring council¬ 
lors, Joy Stanley, Mike 
Goodman, Anne Ken¬ 
wood and Bill White, for 
their contributions. 

Mrs James told her 
Pavilion Theatre audi¬ 
ence that the recent con¬ 
sultation on the Master 
Plan had been “a bit of a 
disappointment” for her 
and many colleagues. 

She added: “We held 
two workshops which 
many could not attend. 
The responses were not 
nearly representative 
enough in my humble 
opinion. 

“This is an extremely 
important document, 
one that will shape the 


future of our wonderful 
town for at least the next 
15 years, and it encom¬ 
passes several of our 
corporate priorities such 
as the economy, jobs 
and housing. 

“To be absolutely cer¬ 
tain that we meet the 
needs and aspirations of 
our residents this needs 
to reach and be re¬ 
sponded to by many, 
many more voices, so I 
would urge elected 
members to engage 
more with the public and 
I’m also keen to re-con- 
sult. 

“When this plan 
reaches the final stage 
ready for adoption by 
the council, we will then 
wish to move forward in 
a timely, positive and 
business-like fashion.” 

She sparked laughter 
when she promised to 
bring to the mayoral role 
“nothing but my usual 
charming, quiet and 
diplomatic self’, adding 
that all councillors were 
there because they pas¬ 
sionately cared about 
their community, urging 
colleagues to try and get 
along without “daily 
digs at the elected mem¬ 
bers” from members of 
the public. 

She also said not 


everyone was happy 
with the electoral system 
which many felt needed 
changing “but fighting 
and rioting are not the 
way to make that hap¬ 
pen” and she said all 
councillors needed to 
discuss the issue and 
look at future changes to 
keep alive the ideas that 
many believe made the 
results unfair. 

Mrs James talked 
about her area of Wey¬ 
mouth - Westham - and 
the great organisations 
and people in it and said 
she hoped all residents 
would try to get to know 
their local councillors. 

She went on to say the 
authority should “not go 
so far that we destroy 
what good and beautiful 
things this town already 
possesses”. 

She added: “We must 
protect our heritage and 
preserve where we can 
though not unnecessar¬ 
ily. We have a fantastic 
beach, recently listed in 
the country’s top ten. 
With its safe and clean 
waters, its amazing 
views, along with some 
great family friendly en¬ 
tertainment, it has be¬ 
come a much loved 
holiday destination.

"CEIL has been an extraordinary 
success. It is already being put into 
six other schools across Dorset and 
a national rollout is now expected, 


so it is hardly surprising that the 
mayor of Louviers was impressed. 

"I am delighted to announce that 
both Louviers and St Omer are 
working towards setting up CEIL fa¬ 
cilities this yea, so we are actually 
exporting a home-bred innovation 
to France, and I can also tell you 
that at least three other countries 
have now expressed interest. 

"We have achieved this without 
the Borough Council or the County 
Council. No doubt they would still 
be debating whether the Mayor of 
Weymouth could have anything to 
do with a school in West Dorset! 
Too late. I did it and I will go on sup¬ 
porting it." 

She also backed Weymouth and 
Portland following Louviers'Acad¬ 
emy of Talents where 15 young 
people of exceptional talent are se¬ 
lected for a programme of special 
support (training, mentoring, finan¬ 
cial assistance) over the course of 
the next year and, in return, they 
become ambassadors for the town. 

Mrs Wheller also presented the 
Ken Isaacs Memorial Rosebowl to 
Weymouth Pavilion manager Phil 
Say who she said had "worked tire¬ 
lessly" for the Pavilion and with the 
council events team. 

Mrs Wheller, who attended 275 
events during her mayoral year, 
was thanked for her efforts by Coun¬ 
cillors Mark Tewkesbury and Pam 
Nixon.

Holocaust survivor, Harry Grenville, 
tells pupils of his WWII experience

ONE of the darkest periods of 20th century history 
was vividly brought to life for students at Wey Val¬ 
ley School, Weymouth, through a presentation by 
89-year-old Holocaust survivor Harry Grenville. 

Year 11 history students, who had been learning 
about life in Germany from 1918-45 for their 
GCSEs, heard how Harry and his sister Hannah 
were brought to England on the Kindertransport in 
July 1939 when he was just 13 years old. They 
never saw their parents again. 

Charlotte Guest, Wey Valley’s head of history, 
said: “This is the third time Mr Grenville has been 
kind enough to visit us and share his experiences 
of the Holocaust. 

“It is important for the students to hear a personal 
testimony. They get so much from it and are very 
respectful of this very articulate gentleman.” 

Harry Grenville’s parents and grandmother all 
died in the Polish Nazi extermination camp 
Auschwitz in 1944 after spending two years in 
Theresienstadt, an internment camp in the former 
Czechoslovakia. 

Mr Grenville told the students: "The last Red 
Cross message that ever came from them was in 
October 1944. 

"It said they were expecting to go east and we 
knew what 'east' meant because all the Theresien¬ 
stadt internees knew that east meant the extermi¬ 
nation camps in Poland. 

"They were moved there in these dreadful cattle 


trucks, from the internment camp to the extermi¬ 
nation camps, where most of them were killed very 
soon after arriving.” 

Charlotte Guest said: “When one of the students 
asked Mr Grenville how his life in Britain was dif¬ 
ferent after moving from Germany as a young boy, 
he said he had never had toast with this thing 
called ‘marmalade’ before, which lightened the 
mood.” 

The students said they felt privileged to share the 
testimony of someone who had a child's view of 
the Holocaust and it helped them put that period 
of history into perspective. 

Molly Hopkins said: “I found it so emotional and 
meeting Mr Grenville opened my eyes to the real¬ 
ity of the Holocaust.” 

Jasmine Gurney said: “It was emotional and 
heart-breaking to meet somebody who experi¬ 
enced it, but his positivity was inspirational.” 

Harry, who has lived much of his life in Dorch¬ 
ester, was fostered by a family in Camelford, 
Cornwall, and educated at a local grammar school. 

He said: “Hannah and I were lucky, made to feel 
like part of the family. Many other children who 
came were not as well treated.” 

Harry’s parents and grandmother are now re¬ 
membered with plaques on pavement blocks out¬ 
side their former home in Ludwigsburg, near 
Stuttgart, where they ran a wholesale packaging 
company.

The group asked why and was told in no un¬ 
certain terms that they couldn't just barn¬ 
storm the place like some gang of football 
supporters when people were trying to relax 
and enjoy a meal or hold a conversation, so 
the group left and moved on with several sar¬ 
castic "thank-yous". 

The genuine thank-you came from every 
other customer in the entire place. So nice to 
see a licencee stand up for ordinary cus¬ 
tomers' rights against mob invasion. 


Cough up for your carnival 


A CONCERTED effort has en¬ 
sured that carnival crowds will be 
able to see the world famous Red 
Arrows aerobatics team soaring 
over Weymouth in August. 

If the Red Arrows have become 
a traditional feature of carnival 
then so has a lack of cash for or¬ 
ganisers. They warned that unless 
support came forward, they would 
axe the Arrows to ensure carnival 
still had money to help charities.

But attractions needs assurances 
and without those assurances they 
won’t commit which leaves organ¬ 
isers with an ongoing problem of 
both raising the cash to get those 
attractions and then having to gen¬ 
erate even more cash through the 
event to pay for the event. 

Only then can surplus cash be 
happily given to charities... and 
last year carnival managed to raise 
just £126. 

So when you see appeals for 
cash support to stage this year’s 
event, try and dig a little deeper 
into your pocket for 2015.

DORSET County Council has pledged its support to 
people with dementia by officially signing a National 
Dementia Declaration to help local people 'live well 
with dementia'. 

The pledge is part of a campaign organised by Pub¬ 
lic Health England and the Alzheimer's Society, and 
aims to help people living with the disease and their 
carers live more fulfilled lives. 

Leader of the council, Robert Gould and other 
members at the county council signed the declaration 
Dorchester Friday 22 May along with representatives 
from the Alzheimer's Society and members of the 
public. 

Dementia is one of the biggest health issues facing 
the country, and in Dorset alone, there are more than 


13,000 people living with dementia, many left feeling 
lonely and stigmatised.

MORE than 2,000 hand-knitted forget-me-not 
flowers are helping remind people about demen¬ 
tia. 

They formed part of a display at Weymouth Li¬ 
brary which encouraged people to talk about de¬ 
mentia and do what they can to help. 

The flowers were been created by Weymouth’s 
let’s Make It group whose spokesman Julie Hurst- 
house said: “The response to making these floral 
reminders has been tremendous. 

“This has been a fantastic project and once again 
has engaged the whole community. We have had 
one lady — Irene 92 years young — and she has 
made over 100 flowers. 

“To get more than 2,000 flowers really enables 
us to make an eye-catching display to highlight the 
dementia condition. 

“We hope this practical display will encourage 
people to be equally practical and do something 
positive towards helping people with dementia. 

“We have made some of the flowers into badges 
which we are selling to raise funds for Weymouth 
and Portland Dementia Action Alliance which in 
turn will help make local businesses more demen¬ 
tia aware.” 

She added that dementia is not a natural part of 
ageing but is caused by diseases of the brain. 

Dementia is more common among over-65s and 
some people do become more forgetful as they get 
older or during times of stress or illness, but de¬ 
mentia is a different sort of forgetfulness. 

Memory loss will be more noticeable and may 
be accompanied by mood changes and confusion, 
so people should ask their doctor to check out any 
unusual symptoms as these can sometimes be 
treated with appropriate medication. 

Dementia is the name for a collection of symp¬ 
toms that include memory loss, mood changes and 
problems with communication and reasoning.

These symptoms are brought about by a number 
of diseases that cause changes in the brain. The 
most common of these is Alzheimer's disease, 
which changes the chemistry and structure of the 
brain causing the brain cells to die. Other types in¬ 
clude vascular dementia and Pick's disease.

Doctors talk of improving 
health services in Dorset 

PEOPLE across Dorset will be asked for their views 
later this year on proposed changes to local GP, 
community services and acute hospital services 
following a meeting of NHS Dorset Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group Governing Body members 
today. 

The proposals that have been discussed by cli¬ 
nicians provide a vision for high quality, safe and 
sustainable healthcare in Dorset which will see GP 
services available seven days a week, more care 
delivered closer to home, closer working between 
different parts of the local health service, and the 
introduction of 24/7 consultant delivered on site 
care at a major hospital to the east of the county. 

Dorset's proposals are closely aligned with na¬ 
tional safety and quality guidance and national 
plans to create better access to health services 
seven days a week. The Clinical Services Review 
offers a compelling model for how this could be 
achieved by improvements to the way services are 
organised, how health professionals work to¬ 
gether and necessary behind the scenes systems 
such as integrated IT. 

Launched in October 2014 the Clinical Services 
Review has seen over 300 GPs, hospital doctors, 
nurses, therapists, paramedics along with social 
care staff and public and patient representatives 
from in and around Dorset look at the local health¬ 
care system. 

The proposals will now be subject to a robust 
NHS assurance process and a Gateway review un¬ 
dertaken by independent reviewers. It is expected 
that the public consultation will then take place 
later this year in order to gather views and any ad¬ 
ditional information from local people living in 
and around Dorset. A Dorset CCG Governing Body 
decision-making meeting will take place in spring 
2016 where members will decide the future pat¬ 
tern of health services for the county based on all 
the evidence gathered in the review and consid¬ 
eration of the responses from the public.

To encourage carers 
to think about their 
own health, a new 
Health and Wellbeing 
check is now available 
to help them identify 
what support they need 
in their daily life. 

Answering a range of 
questions in the privacy 
of your own home, you 
can assess your emo¬ 
tional and physical 
health and decide 
whether there is any ac¬ 
tion you need to take. 

The questionnaire is 


being made widely 
available in public 
places such as GP sur¬ 
geries, pharmacies and 
libraries, and is also 
available to download 
online at www.dorset- 
fory ou .com/my lifemy- 
care/Help-for-carers. 

Once you have com¬ 
pleted the question¬ 
naire, you may decide 
you are managing well 
and do not need sup¬ 
port, and that's fine. 

But some people may 
benefit from joining a 
local carers’ support 
group, or, in some 
cases, see their local 
GP for extra support. 

"There are almost 
83,000 carers across 
Dorset, Bournemouth 
and Poole," said Cllr 
Jill Haynes, Cabinet 
member for adult social 
care at Dorset County 
Council. 

“With an ageing pop¬ 
ulation and an increas¬ 
ing number of people 
with at least one long¬ 
term health condition, 
the number of carers 
over the age of 65 is 
expected to increase by 
35% over the next 10 


years. 

“We want to provide 
the right support so 
they feel valued and 
not alone as they con¬ 
tinue to provide unpaid 
care. We want every 
carer to know where to 
turn to for advice, in¬ 
formation and support, 
whether in their local 
community or online. 

“We also need to en¬ 
courage new carers to 
come forward - we 
only know of about a 
quarter of them at the 
moment. 

The Health and Well¬ 
being check is provided 
by Dorset, Poole and 
Bournemouth Councils 
along with NHS 
Dorset, and was pro¬ 
duced with the help of 
local carers.

New Elizabethan 
Singers concert 

THE New Elizabethan Singers will perform a concert of 
three contrasting works on Saturday, June 6 th in the 
United Church, East St. Bridport, starting at 7.30 pm. 

Antonin Dvorak is probably best known for his "New 
World Symphony"but his"Mass in D major" was written 
in 1887 for the dedication of a new chapel in Bohemia. 
It's everything you would expect from a late Romantic 
composer who followed on from Mendelssohn and 
Brahms. 

Leonard Bernstein of course wrote "West Side Story" 
but he was also commissioned to write "The Chichester 
Psalms" by the Dean of Chichester Cathedral in 1965. 
Being thrifty, he adapted pieces that had been origi¬ 
nally intended for West Side Story and another planned 
musical, and added some Hebrew Psalms. The 23rd 
Psalm, sung by a boy treble as though a young David, 
will undoubtedly bring a lump to the throat of both au¬ 
dience and choir alike. 

Well-known for Christmas carols, John Rutter's "Gloria", 
written in 1974 for an American choir, was his first ex¬ 
tended composition but remains one of his most pop¬ 
ular works.

There's a touch of humour from The gasman 
cometh'and The slow train', both arranged 
by the choir's musical director, Mal¬ 
colm Knowles, before the concert 
concludes with 'Draw on sweet 
night', a lovely madrigal by Wilbye.

Drivers not aware of impending changes to 
scrapping of driving licence counterpart in June 


THE Institute of Advanced Mo¬ 
torists (1AM) is warning people to 
be aware of the changes that will 
take effect in just over two weeks' 
time as the paper counterpart for 
the driving licence is scrapped. 

As was the case with the aboli¬ 
tion of the paper tax disc last Oc¬ 
tober, the 1AM fear many people 
are still confused or unaware of the 
implications of the scrapping of 
the paper counterpart on 8 June. 

The counterpart was introduced 
alongside the photo card driving 
licence in 

1998 to include details that 
could not be included on the card 
itself, such as any endorsements 
and which category of vehicles 
you are entitled to drive. 

However this information will 
now be stored electronically and 
not be shown on any written doc¬ 
umentation you will have. These 
details can be only be obtained via 
the DVLA driver record system, 
and be checked online (reference 
1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counter¬ 
part, or an old-style paper driving 
licence cannot be relied upon to 
carry correct or-up-to-date infor¬ 
mation about endorsements or 
categories of vehicle someone can 
drive. 

The counterpart will carry no 
legal status, and the DVLA recom¬ 
mends you destroy it after 8 June. 

What is also changing is the pro¬ 
cedure if you have to surrender 
your driving licence to a court in 
the event of an endorsement. The 


court will take your photocard and 
if you include the paper counter¬ 
part with your submission, the 
photocard will be returned to you 
but the counterpart will not. 

You will be expected to pay your 
fine in the normal way however. 

Another change is how to pro¬ 
vide proof of your driving record 
to an employer or car hire firm, as 
your photocard or paper licence 
will not be enough in itself any 
more. 

You will need to 
access the DVLA's 
Share Driving Li¬ 
cence service, 
which as of Tues¬ 
day (19 May) is 
now up and run¬ 
ning (reference 1 
again). 

You will be ex¬ 
pected to access 
the details yourself 
and print those off 
for submission to a 
car hire firm or 
employer. Or you 
can call the DVLA 
and give a third 
party permission 
to check your driv¬ 
ing record ver¬ 
bally. 

If you are hiring a 
vehicle, it is impor¬ 
tant to check with 
the car hire firm 
beforehand what 
information they 
need. Other than 


downloading the information as 
detailed above, you can also ob¬ 
tain a special code from 
www.gov.uk which allows the hire 
firm access to your record for 72 
hours to make the necessary 
checks. This applies to both hold¬ 
ers of photocard and paper li¬ 
cences. 

Sarah Sillars, 1AM chief executive 
officer, said: "People are not aware 
of how many of the current proce¬ 


dures are changing. Similar to the 
abolition of the tax disc, they as¬ 
sume much of what has happened 
before will continue. 

"The onus is very much on the 
individual to obtain the informa¬ 
tion they need beforehand. So we 
very much hope people will not 
be caught unawares, especially if 
they don't want a nasty surprise 
when arriving to collect their car at 
the start of their holiday."
